WASHINGTON, March 10.—(P) 
OPA Sunday revised prices on 
men's suits and a spokesman for 
retail merchants said this would 


release thousands of these gar- 
ments which he contended have 
been withheld from the market. 

The new order permits manufac- 
turers to base prices generally 
on current costs, but requires a 
return to the average mark-up of 
1943. 

It will mean higher retail prices 
for suits and coats made by some 
firms, OPA said, but it is sup- 
posed to trim prices in the case 
of manufacturers who have turned 
to more expensive merchandise 
Guring the last three years. 

OPA predicted that as a result, 
average consumer prices will not 
be “substantially changed.”

Zaid the price revision “should 
break the dam” which he assert- 
ed several days ago was holding 
up delivery by manufacturers of 
at least 700,000 suits.

Matched By Gift Gems

BOMBAY, March 10.—(4)—In a setting of fabulous Oriental splen- 


dor, the Aga Khan seated himself 


Sunday on a specially constructed 


scale before 60,000 of his followers and watched solemnly while his 
weight was matched, pound for pound, in diamonds, 


He weighed 243% pounds. 


With legendary pagean,tryfbans, fezzes, saris and other orien- 


quarts of industrial diamonds and 
handsful of glittering gem stones 
were deposited upon the scales 
until there were 243% pounds of 
them, balancing the weight of the 
spiritual leader of the Ismaili Mos- 
lems, From his gold - brocaded 
chair on the scales the Aga Khan 
bestowed benign salaams and 
blessings. 


Biggest diamond of the lot was 
a sparkling 32-carat polished blue 
gem which the owner valued at 
$200,000. The diamonds will be 
bought mostly by princes and ra- 
jahs and the Aga Khan receives 
the cash value—roughly $2,200,- 
000—to be used for Ismaili wel- 
fare and for benevolences among 
the poor. 

The ceremony, honoring his 60th 
year as head of the sect, was 
financed by contributions to the 
Aga Khan's followers. 

Under a sweltering sun, against

For the first time in the his- 
tory of the Department of Justice, 
Andrews announced yesterday, an 
established set of rules—instead of 
moth-eaten tradition—will govern 
federal legal proceedings. 

So revolutionary are some of 
the rules, first promulgated by 
the supreme court and released 
only last week from the attorney 
general’s office, that the Atlanta 
DA department has been “going 
to school” to bone up on the lat- 
est legal wrinkles. 


Three principal characteristics 
of new rules, as relayed by An- 
drews, are: (1) Simplification of 
legal procedures: (2) vesting of 
added powers and discretions in 
federal judges; (3) broader pro- 
tection of accused persons’ rights. 

Bored juries and baffled wit- 
nesses will benefit from the fact 
that old-fashioned legal verbiage 
has been abridged—a “whereas” 
snipped off here, a “to wit” there. 

Former cryptic and long-winded 
grand jury indictment, Andrews 
claims, will now approach lay- 
man’s language—“He dood it!” 

Hizzoner will enjoy much broad- 
er powers, even to setting aside 
a jury’s verdict of “guilty.” Un- 
der new rules a witness in, say 
California, may have his testimony 
brought to an Atlanta trial via 
“deposition”—on paper — instead 
of coming in person. 

“Solid citizens” need not be ar- 
rested as in the past. Persons 
needed in court, at discretion of 
officials, may be spared the em- 
barrassment and bond-setting at- 
tendant upon serving of a war- 
rant. Instead those who, in all 
likelihood, will not try to “get out 
of town” will simply be given 
written notice to appear on such- 
and-such a date.

BOLTON, England, March 10.— 
(P)—Gate-crashers were blamed 
Sunday for the stadium catastro- 
phe which took 33 lives here Sat- 
urday. 


Between 60,000 and 70,000. per- 
sons already had packed Burden 
Park stadium to witness a soccer 
game when several thousand per- 
sons forced their way into the sta- 
dium enclosure by tearing down 
a fence, Constable W. J. Howard 
Said. 

“These thousands created pres- 
sure by surging forward with the 
result that two of the steel bar- 
riers collapsed,” Howard added. 


With the collapse of these bar- 
riers, erected to restrain standing 
spectators, thousands of persons 
tumbled from their standing posi- 
tions. Some were crushed to death 
against the steel barriers before 
they gave way, but the majority 
died in the frantic pileup which 
resulted when the wave of people 
toppled onto spectators in a lower 
tier, The chests and heads of many 


of the victims were caved in. Bits} 


of torn socks, coats, shirts and ties 
littered the area where the acci- 
dent occurred. 

Since the tragedy, Bolton—an 
industrial center of 177,000 popu- 
lation located 25 miles northeast 
of Liverpool—has been a city of 
mourning.

Because of this taboo, the Pep- 
perel mills were forced to settle 
at Lindale, instead of Cave 
Spring. 

HALF-CENTURY NAP 

So, for at least a half-century, 
restful, peaceful, “blue-blooded”’ 
Cave Spring had slumbered cozi- 
ly in its scenic valley amid 
springs and caves and crystal- 
clear brooks—and cobwebbed rev- 
eries of a lush agricultural age, 
which dropped wealth and social 
position upon the one-time fash- 
ionable resort before the War Be- 
tween the States and Reconstruc- 
tion days smashed the plantation 
system to smithereens. 

For years, the picturesque little

The 7,000 members of Machin- 
ists Lodge 68, Independent San 
Francisco union, whose picket

The machinists’ vote was expfect- 
ed to return about half the union’s 
membership to work. It followed 
a decision Saturday by four ma- 
jor bay area unions to ignore 
Lodge 68 picket lines and return 
to work March 18, when the ship- 
yards will reopen.

Italians Hold 
First Election 
In 25 Years 


ROME, March 10.—(4)—ltalians 
voted Sunday in 436 towns and 
villages to elect councilmen in 
Italy’s first free election in 25 
years. For the first time in the 
nation’s history women partici- 
pated in the balloting. 

Crowds of voters gathered on 
this cold rainy day even before 
the polls ‘»pened at Anzio, the 
scarred seaside town which gave 
its name to a beachhead battle. 

“We have been waiting a long 
time for this day,” one girl said. 

In Rome province police rein- 
forcements sent to the polls to 
guarantee order were not obliged 
to use their arms. 

The voting was by secret writ- 
ten ballot. Councilmen elected 
will, in turn, designate mayors 
from among themselves. First re- 
turns are not expected to be 
known until Monday. 

With two exceptions the press in 
the capital gave little space to the 
elections. Il Popolo, organ of the 
right-wing Christian Democrat 
party, front-paged the campaign, 
however, and set down the party’s 
platform for municipalities. The 
Communist newspaper Unita re 
printed a poster calling for work- 
ers to run the municipalities. 

Electioneering was forbidden at 
the polling places but parties, par- 
ticularly the leftist bloc, plastered 
adjoining buildings. Slogans such 
as ‘‘We promise you no supermen” 
and “Our parties are poor and 
cannot conduct propaganda with 
1,000 lire notes, flour and sand- 
wiches” appeared at Anzio. 

Carabinieri armed with machine- 
guns checked identity cards and 
looked for weapons before allow- 
ing voters into polling places.

agency said, some manufacturers 
have shifted to more profitable 
merchandise lines. 

OPA added that manufacturers 
who have continued to produce 
garments yielding fairly small 
profit “have been caught between 
the pincers of mounting costs and 
low margin of profit.”

GAS TAX REFUNDS 
WAIT CORRECTION 


More than half the applica- 
tions submitted by farmers for 
gasoline tax refunds are be- 
ing returned because they did 
not give complete’ informa- 
tion, according to Woodrow 
Tucker, head of the farm gas 
refund unit of the state reve- 
nue department. 

He said the farmers had 
failed to list all machinery us- 
ing gasoline. The law requires 
that all machinery—whether 
or not it is eligible for tax re- 
fund—be listed if it uses gas- 
oline.

So “the Russ is upon us, even now’? 
I am reminded of the story of Wali Dad, 
whose “sire was leaky of tongue and pen” and 
whose “dam was a clucking Khattack hen,” by the talk at home 
and abroad. 

He was a character in one of Mr. R. Kipling’s poems, “The 
Ballad of the King’s Jest.” Wali Dad came running to his king, 
Saying the Russ were ready with war and were on us “even now.” 

The king led Wali Dad to a peach tree that grew by a cleft of 
the city wall. Into the tree he put Wali Dad. 


“Watch from the tree, thou art young and strong. 
Surely that vigil 1s not tor long. 

The Russ is upon us, thy clamor ran? 

Surely an hour shall bring their van. 

Wait and watch. When the host is near, 

Shout aloud that my men may hear.” 


The king put men with bayonets below. It is related how ‘Wali 
Dad tought with his fate ’til the seventh day. Then madness took 
him and he mewed in the branches “as ape and bear.” He hung 
like a sloth or a bat, at last, wailing, until sleep “the cords of his 
hands untied,” and he fell and “was caught on the points and died.” 

There are a lot of peach trees about Georgia and the nation, and 
now and then, listening to the alarmists and those who see “the Russ 
upon us, even now,” I think how fine it would be to see a great 
many of them decorating peach trees, forced to wait there until 


the war begins. 

: It is unfortunate that a reasonable discussion of 
The Soviets Russia's position in world affairs, as related to 
our own, is not possible. 

But, when talk begins about Russia, the debaters seem to be 
divided into two camps. One thinks Russia can do no wrong The 
other thinks everything Russia does is wrong and that she can 
do no right. Obviously, the truth lies somewhere in between. 

I would guess we will “have trouble” with the Soviets for some 
time to come, disputes and arguments and jabs and counter-jabs. 
But not war. 


Reasons There are very sound reasons why there won't be a 
war In our time, 

The world is engaged in a great race between the powers for 
position, That's obvious. All three of the major nations so involved 
are tarred with this “power” brush. 

The British, as an empire weakened by war and in a precarious 
financial position, are in retreat. It uses force out of a sort of 
necessity in Greece and the Dutch Indies. 

We have troops in China and we are firm in our intention to 
keep Pacific bases without asking the UNO about them. We have 
the atomic bomb, for a while, and we are not sharing it, properly 
so, at this time, but still it is a pretty good weight in any argument. 
We also ure the nation to which they all must look for loans, and 
our ability to grant or withhold loans is a great power. 

"The Russians are using plenty of force. They refuse to withdraw 
troops from Iran; they employ political and economic penetration 
and the germs of agitation. They have become the greatest power 
in Europe and Asia. They have most of middle Europe in their 
sphere of influence; they certainly are being felt in the Middle East. 
as I know from two trips there; they have a foot in China and 
Manchuria. 

It is very obvious that Russia believes she is surrounded by 
powers that are not quite her friends. The Churchill speech and 
the irresponsible spokesmen in this country most assuredly give 


no other impression. 
Facts of Life So, the Russians—wrongly, according to the 
hopes of UNQ, but correctly, according to the 
great power scramble for position—seek security according to their 
ideas of security. That is, to set up buffer nations about them. 
These nations were hostile in the past. What has happened is that 
Russia has replaced Britain as the dominant nation in arranging 
spheres of influence in Europe. 

Those are the facts of life in international politics. 

But, as to war—Russia doesn’t want war. The government 
knows its people accepted sacrifice during the war as did the people 
of no other winning power. They would accept more. But the 
Soviet government must hold its people 

The Russians--—and this is important to remember—have an 
entirely controlled economy. They do not need to expand to provide 
industry, jobs or markets, as did Hitler. 

There isn't going to be a war any time soon. There won't ever 
be one with Russia unless this country, as Secretary Byrnes said, 
permits an inexcusable series of blunders and errors to bring. 
on war.

Charles Sheldon 
Novel To Be Filmed 


I read in the news columns that the world- 

famous novel by the late Rev. Charles Sheldon, 

"In His Steps,” to be made into a screen 

Charies Bickford, it reported, to portray the 

central character, that of the Protestant minister. Bickford was 
the priest in “Song of Bernadette.” 

I wonder how many young people of today have read “In His 
Steps’? I wonder how many of today’s ministers of the zospel 
have read it? How many professed Christians, church members? 

It must have been soon after tne turn of the century when 
“In His Steps” was first published. It created one of the literary 
and religious sensations of modern times. I don't know how it 
compares, statistically, with other best sellers, but I remember 
well, at the time of its appearance, how everybody was reading it 
and discussing it. Few novels have created stich a stir as “In His 
Steps.” 

It must have caused, 1n its time, more searching of conscience, 
more silent struggles within individual souls, than almost any 
other novel,

The Question? The question it asks, the theme of the book, is 


* whether the modern Christian church does, 
or dares, practice the rules of life set forth by Jesus Christ when 
He was alive. Can a modern Christian minister pattern his life 
on the life of Christ? Will he still be acceptable, if he does, to his 
congregation and church? 

It is a long time since I read it. And details of the story have 
grown somewhat dim. Briefly, however, this is the plot: 

The story opens during Sunday morning service in a fashionable, 
big-city church. The costly and beautiful church is filled with a 
congregation of well-dressed, complacent, average people of the 
ultra-respectable class. 

Into a rear seat stumbles a human wreck, A dirty, ragged, 
disreputable man, There are stares and murmurs of outrage by 
some of the congregation at the intrusion of this ‘“‘bum” into their 
select society. 

At the end of the sermon the “bum” gets to his feet and 
scathingly tells them all thev have made a mock of Christ, that 
they ignore His teaching, His cry, “Come unto me, all ye that labor 
and are heavy-laden—— 

If | remember the story correctiv, the “bum” dies. 

He leaves the minister of the church wrestling 
conscience, though. The minister asks himself if he living as 
Christ would have him live. He compares his own way of life, 
as the high:salaried minister of a rich and fashionable church, 
with that of the Christ who “had not where to lay His head.” 

So the minister decides, from that moment on, to ask himself, 
honestly, betore every action, every deed, “What would Jesus do, 
in my case, if He were alive today?” 

And so, literally, to follow in His steps. 

Needless to say, there is soon a sensation, not only in the church, 
but in the entire community, the city. 

I forget details of the developments in the story, from this 
point on. I do remember there is bitter tragedy in the minister's 
later life, bitter disappointment as former friends turn from him 
as a “fanatic.”

swe The story is uncompromising. It allows 
Uncompromising nothing for changed conditions of life, as 
compared to life in Palestine when Jesus lived. It is simple, direct. 
It does not dodge the question it poses. 

It simply asks, of every action, every phase of modern life, 
“What would Jesus do?” 

I don’t know, but I believe the church of the “fashionab!ie” 
category, as pictured in this book, has improved. I| think there is 
more sincere Christianity among church members of today than 
ever before. There remains, however, an undeniable lack of real 
followers, by their actions, of the Christ and His teachings. 

1 wonder, though, what would be the effect on our own 
community, on the state and on the nation and on the world, 
if all Cnristians tried, honestly, to follow “in His steps,” literally 
and without qualification. 

Certainly there would be a revolution in our ways of life. 
Certainly there would be economic confusion. Suppose, for instance, 
all property owners among church members obeyed, literally, tne 
precept laid down for a ‘“‘certain rich man,” and sold all they had 
and gave the proceeds to the poor? 

When the picture is released, I want to see it. 

Furthermore, I think it should be shown not only in the regular 
theaters but in every church, every Christian organization. 

For the author, the Rev. Charles Sheldon, asked a question of 
modern-day Christianity which has not been answered yet.

Influential Special Interests 


W ASHINGTON.—There is grave danger that the administration's 
entire program for halting inflation and easing the transition from 
war to peace will be destroyed by the congressional coalition of 
Republicans and southern Democrats. The best augury of what 
may come was the treatment given the veterans’ housing plan in 
the house. which revealed the squalor of present-day Washington 
in all its blowzy political disarray 

The veterans’ housing plan was prepared by the President's 
brilliantly able young housing expediter, Wilson Wyatt, in response 
to an immense need. Already there are nearly 1,500,000 families 
living doubled up in the United States. In the present twelve 
months. veterans’ marriages and other causes should add another 
3.000.000 to the total of families who must do without a home of 
their own. Wyatt's plan calls for the construction of only 2,700,000 
new homes in the next two vears. Thus, even the titanic efforts 
which he contemplates will fall far short of meeting the obvious re- 
quirements of the situation 

One would have supposed that the boldest southern Democrat 
would have paled at the thought of millions of veterans condemned, 
by congressional inaction, to a long life with their mothers-in-laws. 
Instead, the house cut the heart out of Wyatt's plan. The southern 
Democratic-Republican coalition roundly defeated both its essential 
provisions. These were: for $600,000,000 of premium payments to 
makers of building materials, in order to secure production and hold 
down costs of new housing within the veterans’ range, and for fixing 
ceiling prices on old houses at the amount for which they are sold 
for the first time hereafter, in order to prevent the tremendous 
speculative fever in housing which is otherwise bound to occur. 

The first provision guarantees reasonable profits to makers of 
building materials, but should prevent the type of sharp, dangerous 
and permanent rise in building material costs which occurred after 
the last war. The second provision guarantees to every home- 
owner the right to sell at the current high pr'ces, but would deny 
to real estate dealers and speculators the swollen commissions and 
unhealthy profits they would derive from a sort of nation-wide 
Florida boom. It was these two “buts” which really caused *he 
house to cut as it did. In the debate, there was an infinity of 
prating about “free enterprise,” but no one in his senses supposes 
that more than.a trivial fraction of the members acted out of 
respect for the sacrosanct principles of Adam Smith 


Enter the Lobbyists and senate are rarely to be found con- 


ning the pages of the great Scotsman. The telegrams, telephone 
calls and menacing visits from representatives of the real estate 
dealers producers of building n.aterials and southern sawmill opera- 
tors were what really made up the minds of the congressman. 
Most of the southerners had “some damn peckerwood sawmill! 
operator in his district,” as one of the disgusted proponents of the 
Wyatt plan put it. The lobbyists and telegram-senders of the real 
estate boards and the Producers’ Council (which is the NAM of 
the building materials industry) accounted for those members who 
were without sawmill operators. And so the house paid the veterans 
the respect of timidly avoiding a record vote, but gave its majority 
voice to the restricted and numerically small special interests oppos- 


ing the Wyatt plan. 

- . By a barrage of recommendations from real 
Who Will Win? estate dealers and building materials pro- 
ducers, the unfortunate John Snyder was induced many months 
ago to select as his housing advisor a certain Hugh Potter. Potter’s 
only function, apparently, was to remove the regulation subjecting 
building materials to priority controls; for after doing this he 
hastened back to the obscurity from whence he came. Later Snyder 
himself tried to block the Wyatt plan. More recently the RFC, 
having at last been ornamented by George Allen, the man who 
makes the President laugh, has shown signs of welshing on its 
promise to Wyatt to finance vital prefabricated housing con- 
struction. 

The same preference for special interest over the general will 
appear in the congressional! attitude towards OPA. Polls reveal 
that more than 70 per cent of the people desire OPA continued. The 
people who do not want it continued are few in number. 

Possibly there may be justice in the contention that the way 
to control inflation is to let it rip, and in the theory that fate or 
providence will take care of homes for veterans. Some pretty nasty 
political chickens are likely to flap back to roost, however, if the 
veterans get no homes, and the American housewives find the OPA 
is right in predicting a 100 per cent rise in living cost as the result 
of destroving its controls. If these things occur, the businessmen 
and the free enterprise system are likely to suffer almost as much 
anguish as the congressmen who yield to special pressures.

Newspapers necessarily stress 
the big strikes because of their 
dramatic interest to such a large 
part of the public, aside from 
those directly involved, often 
quite a number. 


IT IS A FACT, certainly, that 
soldiers overseas in the war got 
an exaggerated impression of 
strikes here at home in those days, 
which were held down to a mini- 
mum, as a matter of fact, and at 
any one time involved only a 
small percentage of workers. Any 
strike in war time naturally is 
news. The record of production 
was proof of how well the work: 
ers kept on the job. 

The rash of industrial disputes 
after the war was expected be- 
cause of reduction of hours and 
pay, with the cost of living high 
and moving up. 

We have had some big ones and 
some tough ones. But, as the 
President pointed out, there also 
have been many disputes settled 
without strikes, without publicity, 
and without any credit to the par- 
ties involved for getting together 
themselves around a table. A con- 
tribution was the help of the 
United States conciliation service 
of the Labor Department here. 


THE RECORD for January is 
interesting. 

There were 1;192 labor-manage- 
ment cases brought to the atten- 
tion officially of the conciliation 
service. Of these, 553 were set- 
tled before a strike vote was tak- 
en and 358 were settled in the 
time between a strike vote and 
the date set for the strike. A to- 
tal of 174 were settled after a 
strike had occurred. In 50 cases 
the disputes went to arbitrations 
for settlement. In the other cases 
the conciliation service was called 
in to help in other matters, as ad- 
visers on workloads, etc. 

In the past week there have been 
62 new strikes involving 27,000 
workers, and during the week 41 
disputes involving 15,000 workers 
have been settled, the conciliation 
service report shows.

For Taking Pains, Says Huhn

One of New York’s most suc- 
cessful business womén, Mrs, Con- 
stance Luft Huhn, was recently 
named among America’s ten most 


beautiful women by Walter Thorn- 
ton, beauty authority and pin-up 
picker. Mrs. Huhn is head of the 
cosmetic company that makes Tan- 
gee lipstick. Since I know Mrs. 
Huhn well and have had numer- 
ous occasions to observe not only 
her beauty but her simple, lady- 
like manners and charm, her views 
e; to what constitutes beauty I 
found of great interest. 

The following is her statement: 

“Beauty, like genius, is only an 
infinite capacity for taking pains,” 
Mrs. Huhn says. 

“Every woman can be beautiful, 
if she wishes, for beauty is not 
determined by age or coloring or 
classic regularity of feature, 

“Beauty consists of daintiness 
and grooming, of a vital alert 
mind, of a tender heart and spirit 
of gayety—and every woman can 
have these attributes. If she wasn’t 
born with them (and how many 
of us were?), she can acquire 
them; one by one.
